Section 3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 is a 
deeming provision that cannot be given a meaning that is consistent with the rights 
and freedoms of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act). Accordingly, 
Casanova Blue 16 is classified as:
